Obama sweeps to 
victory in history 
making election 



Illinois Senator 
is nation’s first 
black President 

Kentucky voters go 
for McCain, reelect 
Senator McConnell 

Barack Obama won a re- 
sounding victory on Tuesday to 
become the first black person to 
be elected to the presidency in the 
nation’s history. 

The first-term senator from 
Illinois defeated Republican Sen. 
John McCain of Arizona, win- 
ning several of the key states, 
including Ohio and Florida, that 
had gone Republican four years 
ago to help propel Republican 
George W. Bush to a second 
term. 

In the meantime, Kentucky 
voters went for McCain, giving 
the Vietnam War hero and former 
POW a 57 percent majority. 

Obama carried only seven 
counties in Kentucky, including 
heavily urban Jefferson, Fayette, 
and Henderson, and four coun- 
ties in Eastern Kentucky, Wolfe, 
Menifee, Rowan, and Elliott. 

Kentucky voters also gave 
U.S. Senator Mitch McConnell a 
narrow victory over his Demo- 
crat challenger, Louisville busi- 
nessman Bruce Lunsford. 
McConnell, the Senate Minority 
Leader, now becomes the 
nation’s most powerful Republi- 
can. 

McConnell, whose early lead 
in the polls was cut to a hair- thin 
margin in the latter days of the 
campaign, benefited from Presi- 
dential candidate John McCain’s 
strong showing in Kentucky. 

McConnell outpolled 
Lunsford in 83 of the state’s 120 
counties, but lost nearly all coun- 
ties in Eastern Kentucky’s old 7th 
Congressional District counties. 

Despite McConnell’s key vic- 
tory in Kentucky, Obama led his 
party in a decisive sweep of Con- 
gress. Democrats control both the 
House and the Senate by 
ovrwhelming numbers as well as 
the White House for the first time 
since 1995. For Republicans, 
especcially conservatives who 
have dominated the party for 
nearly three decades, the election 
represented a bitter setback.

Lunsford wins here 
over McConnell; 
Stivers beats Adkins 

Hutchinson, Smith, and 
Lindon win in races for 
school board positions 

With 41 votes still uncounted 
at presstime due to a voting ma- 
chine malfunction in Ward 2, 
more than 4,855 Morgan 
Countians cast ballots Tues- 
day — 58.6 percent of the 
county’s 8,982 registered voters. 

In the race for President, Mor- 
gan Countians gave Republican 
John McCain and runningmate 
Sarah Palin 2,377 votes to win 
by 519 votes over Democrat 
Barak Obama and runningmate 
Joe Biden, who polled 1,858 
votes. McCain carried Kentucky 
by a substantial majority. 

The vote for U.S. Senator here 
was almost a mirror of the Presi- 
dential race — only in reverse. 
Democrat challenger Bruce 
Lunsford outpolled Republican 
incumbent Mitch McConnell by 
a vote of 2,475 to 1,865 for 
McConnell. 

Republican U.S. Representa- 
tive Harold “Hal” Rogers won 
handily in Morgan, defeating his 
Independent Party challenger, 
Jim Holbert, with more than 85 
percent of the votes cast in the 
race. Rogers received 2,825 
votes to Holbert’s 482. 

Republican State Senator 
Robert Stivers edged his Demo- 
crat challenger, Michel “Whitey” 
Adkins, by 444 votes. Stivers, 
who defeated Adkins more than 
two to one — 21,430 to 11,307 — 
in district-wide voting, received 
2,269 votes in Morgan and 
Adkins polled 1,825. 

Democrat State Rep. John 
Will Stacy, who was unopposed 
for reelection, polled 3,289 
votes. 

In three hotly-contested 
school board races, Patty 
Hutchinson defeated Melanie 
Barker 532 to 373 to retain her 
set in District 2; Ralph Dale 
Smith polled 390 votes to win the 
District 3 board seat over the in- 
cumbent, Dolores Luke, who 
polled 315 votes, and Eddie

ments of approximately 
$350,000 per year on this debt. 
With the approval of the fiscal 
court, I checked about refinanc- 
ing the debt. This would lower 
our monthly payment. However, 
it would extend the time frame 
to 20 years from now. This would 
end up costing us more in inter- 
est in the long run, so we think it 
is best to just leave it as it is. 

We have changed the way we 
operate our garbage truck, from 
owning to leasing. This allows us 
to avoid the high costs of main- 



tenance, and we are granted a 91 
percent buy-back each year. 
Leasing the truck saves the 
county thousands of dollars an- 
nually on moving our garbage to 
the land fill in Rowan County. 

We are in the process of build- 
ing our animal shelter at Eastern 
Kentucky Correctional Complex 
(EKCC). This will allow us to 
better control our stray dogs and 
help us maintain our commit- 
ment to their needs.

Swift Silver Mine Legend 
still enchanting searchers 



Part Six Of A Series 

(EDITOR’S NOTE: Despite 
debunkers, the tale of Jonathan 
Swift and his lost silver mines and 
Swift’s adventures in the wilder- 
ness of what is now this area of 
Eastern Kentucky has intrigued 
Kentuckians of all walks of life 
since the days of Daniel Boone. 
For well over 200 years, many 
have searched for the mines and 
caches of silver bars and coins 
recorded in a Journal supposedly 
kept by Swift and entrusted to a 
woman who befriended him as he 
lay dying. But as far as is known, 
no one to date has been success- 
ful and the story of the mine and 
its treasure remains a mystery. 
The following account of Swift 
and his comrades, gleaned from 
various historical works, was 
written by Earl W. Kinner, Sr., 
late publisher of this newspaper, 
and is reprinted from a June 1963 
edition of this paper.) 

East Kentucky once was 
Shawnee territory, but later was 
ceded to the Cherokees. However, 
history reports that the Shawnees 
always considered the Red River 
cliffs and canyon country sacred. 
They were perhaps the first to find 
silver in the region, though some 
historians credit the discovery to 
the Spanish. 

Collins and Kerr both report 
that Shawnees were with Swift 
when he and Mundy re-discov- 
ered the mines, and some 
Shawnees helped him work the 
mines. 

A century later in 1870 and 
again in 1890, Shawnee chiefs 
came to the region to search for 
the lost mines. 

Kerr’s History records the 
story of a young Shawnee chief 
coming from Kansas on a jet 
black stallion in 1870 to search 
for the mine. He made his camp 
at Rule’s Mill on Big Paint Creek 
in Johnson county, sleeping in 
daytime and roaming the hills at 
night. He had a map between two 
thin boards and wrapped in 
leather. He was seen many times 
on Mud Lick Creek, and told resi- 
dents of the area he hoped to dis- 
cover casks of coined silver con- 
cealed there by the Shawnees, 
among them his ancestors, while 
in service of John Swift. He had 
served in an Indian regiment in 
the Civil War and was not fright- 
ened away when threatened by a 
horse trading jockey who sought 
the Indian’s black stallion. He car- 
ried leather bags with digging 
tools on the horse. 

After five weeks of watching 
the Indian, residents saw him 
along the high cliffs in the big 
bend below Rule’s Mill. At dusk 
they saw him go up Big Paint, the 
buckskin bags apparently filled 
and the stallion heavily laden. 
There had been drinking at the 
mill. Next morning the stallion 
was found wandering on the bank 
of Big Paint below the mill. The 



Shawnee was never seen or heard 
of again. 

Author of this chapter in 
Kerr’s History, Wm. E. 
Connolley, later visited the 
Shawnee tribe in Kansas and was 
told the young chief was a grand- 
son of Peter Cornstalk and de- 
scendant of Chief Cornstalk who 
was murdered at Point Pleasant. 
The maps he carried had belonged 
to Chief Charley Blue Jacket who 
gave them to him but advised the 
young chief not to attempt the 
trip. 

And earlier, in 1800, 
Connolley records that Charley 
Blue Jacket had been employed 
by a company of Kentuckians to 
come to Kentucky and show them 
a silver mine, which tradition said 
was known to the tribe as being 
on Red River. After long bargain- 
ing an agreement was reached, 
and the aged Blue Jacket came to 
Kentucky. The party made their 
headquarters at Irvine and went 
into the hills. Blue Jacket, it is 
reported, feigned poor eyesight 
and could not find the lost mine. 
But to disassuage the anger of the 
whites, he promised to send his 
son who knew the desired spot 
and whose eyes were not dimmed 
with age. The son, however, never 
visited the area, and thus ended 
this search. 

Bars of silver occasionally 
have been found during the years 
at both Red River and the Paint 
Creek areas. Kerr reports that sev- 
eral bars were found on Red River 
by Lemuel Johnson who brought 
the bars to William Adams’ black- 
smith shop at Salyersville. They 
were black with age, but were 
later found to be silver and were 
used to repair bells. 

Ely’s History of the Big Sandy 
also reports that Enoch Fairchild, 
gunsmith, who had a shop on 
Paint Creek, and secured some 
bars of silver from Noah 
Branham who said he found them 
in digging for a road across Paint 
Creek. The gunsmith used them 
to make sights on rifles. Earlier, 
one Presley Larkin was credited 
with finding silver bars while 
working for John Stafford where 
the road crossed Big Paint just 
above what was known as the 
“Flat Rock.” The Rev. Henry 
Dickson purchased the bars and 
had ornamental broaches made of 
them, Connolley wrote in Kerr’s 
History. 

Lewis Collins in his Kentucky 
History reports (p 762) that early 
settlers found the word “Swift” 
carved on rocks on Devils Creek 
in Wolfe county, and that in 1 97 1 , 
29 crucibles about 1 1/2 feet 
across were found under a cave 
known as Ashy or Pot Cave there. 
The crucibles were in three rows 
of nine each and were believed 
to have been used by Swift in 
smelting ore. (Devils Creek origi- 
nates south of Campton and flows 
south into Kentucky River.)

Historically, mental health 
care focused simply on managing 
symptoms and controlling “unac- 
ceptable” behavior. Today, many 
organizations, including ARH, 
are embracing the Recovery 
Model, which takes a different 
approach - one of empowering 
people and finding each person’s 
individual path to recovery. This 
model is based on giving people 
choices and working to help them 
live a satisfying and fulfilling life 
despite their limitations. 

According to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC), 80 to 90 percent of men- 
tal disorders are treatable using 
medication and other therapies. 
These illnesses no longer hold the 
catastrophic prognosis they once 
did. 

But in order to recover, people 
must have access to a full array 
of healthcare services. It is ex- 
tremely important to provide ho- 
listic care, wherein people are 
treated not only for their mental

problems, but physical, emo- 
tional, spiritual and social prob- 
lems as well. 

Mental disorders are common 
in the U.S. An estimated 26 per- 
cent of Americans ages 18 and 
older - about one in four adults, 
suffer from a diagnosable mental 
disorder in a given year, accord- 
ing to the National Institute of 
Mental Health. These disorders 
are as disabling as cancer or heart 
disease in terms of premature 
death and lost productivity says 
the CDC. 

Sadly, people with mental ill- 
ness are often shunned in our so- 
ciety. Many people equate men- 
tal illness with bizarre or danger- 
ous behavior. In fact, most present 
more of a danger to themselves 
than others. Someone dies of sui- 
cide in this country every 16 min- 
utes. Misconceptions about 
people with mental illness per- 
petuate the stigma they bear. 
Stigma causes shame and dis- 
grace, and can inhibit people from 
seeking appropriate care for men- 
tal illness. 

Schizophrenia, for example, is 
an illness that is frequently mis-

understood and stigmatized. This 
illness, characterized by delu- 
sions (false beliefs) and halluci- 
nations (false perceptions), is 
caused by a chemical imbalance 
in the brain, and can be treated 
with medication. 

Depression, on the other hand, 
is beginning to overcome some of 
the stigma, likely due to the wide 
distribution of health information 
and pharmaceutical ads. Like- 
wise, bipolar disorders are gain- 
ing more attention and accep- 
tance. Because many of our vet- 
erans suffer from post- traumatic 
stress disorder (PTSD), the 
awareness level for this mental 
condition is also growing. Less 
understood is the fact that other 
traumas, such as rape or child- 
hood abuse, can also cause 
PTSD. 

Our country is in serious need 
of equality in healthcare. This 
month, Congress passed a men- 
tal health parity bill, which sup- 
ports holistic care and will help 
to decrease the stigma of seeking 
mental health care. This new leg- 
islation intends to end discrimi- 
nation against people with men- 
tal illness and provide better 
health coverage more comparable 
to physical illness.

Flannery leads Morgan 
with 79 rushing yards 
and seven tackles

Zach Lewis threw for 256 
yard and three touchdowns as 
Clay County beat visiting Mor- 
gan County 54-8. 

Like other opponents this sea- 
son, the Tigers put up huge of- 
fensive numbers against the Cou- 
gars. Clay County used a bal- 
anced attack to roll up 454 yards 
of total offense, including 179 
rushing yards and three scores by 
Charles Miller. Charles Gilbert 
led the Tigers’ receiving corp 
with 197 yards and two touch- 
downs. 

Although Lewis dominated 
for much of the game, the Cou- 
gars did test the senior quarter- 
back early. Ryan Flannery re- 
corded a sack and was respon- 
sible for four pass breakups. 
Also, linebacker Dillon Moore 
made life hard on the Tiger of- 
fensive line with repeated pen- 
etration into the backfield. 

“Dillon was all over the field 
blowing up plays,” Cougar Head 
Coach Jake Purnell said. “He 
tackled the fullback twice in the 
backfield and was punishing the 
offensive guard and tackle. 
Flannery led our team with seven 
tackles. Both kids gave us a great 
effort.” 

Offensively, the Cougars 
struggled to move the football, 
finishing with just over 100 rush- 



ing yards and 5 1 through the air. 
Flannery led the Cougars with 15 
carries for 79 yards. Taylor 
McKnight, who was filling in for 
an injured Jarred Curd at quar- 
terback, finished with 12 carries 
for 35 yards and two of seven 
pass completions. 

“We had our best available 
athlete at quarterback,” Purnell 
said in reference to McKnight. 
“He played hard and was able to 
move the football late in the 
game.” 

The Cougars’ longest play 
from scrimmage came on a 47- 
yard pass from McKnight to Joel 
Nickell. Flannery accounted for 
Morgan’s only score of the game 
with a one-yard run in the fourth 
quarter. 

Despite the blowout loss, 
Purnell praised his team’s effort 
and good attitude. The Cougars 
had several players quit the team 
- leaving Purnell with less than 
20 available players. 

“I’m proud of our kids be- 
cause we had one of our best 
weeks of practice,” Purnell said. 
“There was no negativity or bad 
attitudes. On our second offen- 
sive play of the game, we broke 
a run for about 20 yards and it 
sounded as if our sideline ex- 
ploded. The kids were excited 
and supporting each other. That 
was good to see.” 

The Cougars have but one 
more shot to avoid a 0-10 regu- 
lar season when they travel to 
East Carter on Friday. Game time 
is slated for 7:30 p.m. in Grayson.
